Michael Noyk), appeared for 
Lehman, stated that he had been 
instructed ta ask the Court to allow 
him to be present at the hearing of 
his application for leave to appeal. 
So far as counsel were concerned

The Court allowed the application 
and Lehman appeared in court. He 
sat, pale, between two warders in a 
side seal. 

The grounds of the appeal were 
that Lehman had been cross- 
examined (about character) in a 
manner contrary to fhe provisions 
of the Criminal Justice (Evidence) 
Act, 1924, and that the trial judge 
had not adequately put the case for 
the defence to the jury. 


SOLE ISSUE 


Mr. Casey said that the State 
case was that Mrs. Lehman had 
died from poisoning, and, ad- 
mittedly, her death had been due 
to prussic acid. The motive that 
had been alleged for the crime 
was that Lehman had intended to 
marry again, but the sole issue in 
this case was what had taken place 
at 11 Leinster road on the evening 
of March 19th. The case for the 
prosecution had been that the 
movements 
death of his wife had been a flight 
from justice, whereas the defence 
was that they had been due to 
some form of mental disease. 

The case for the State had 
rested entirely on circumstantial 
evidence, supported by evidence of 
opportunity, means, motive and the 
behaviour of. Lehman after the 
event. The evidence about means 
and opportunity was that he had 
had the poison and that he had 
had the opportunity. 

The defence was, as indicated by 
the letter which Lehman had 
stated -he had found, that his wife 
had committed suicide, and it was 
clear from that that she had had 
the means and the opportunity. At 
the time they were both “ broke” 
and the wife had made no arrange- 
ments to provide for her subsequent 
confinement. The element of 
despair was there for the wife, and 
if Lehman’s evidence was to be 
believed she had been addicted to 
morphia.

A communiqué from General 
Scobie, broadcast last night, stated 
that “there has been no slackening 
of rebel resistance and, although 
some progress has been made in the 
Pireus and several sectors of the 
city, the general situation has 
improved little. Shelling by rebel 
75 mm. guns, which started yester- 
day, was renewed this morning on 
an increasing scale, causing a num- 
ber of casualties, including a few 
military personnel. In the city area 
there has been extensive rebel 
infiltration into the area cleared 
during the past few days. 
“ Reinforcements have landed, 
and some progress has been made 
during the past twelve hours against 
heavy resistance, but elsewhere in 
Greece the position is generally 
uneasy. 

Guthrie Janseen, N.B.C. corre- 
spondent in Athens, in a broadcast 
yesterday said: “I do not know how 
much longer I shall be able to 
broadcast. All Greece is under 
E.L.A.S. control, except for the 
lower half of the Pirzus Peninsula. 
E.L.A.S. are co-ordinating, and 
doubtless will try to force a decisive 
battle within the next few days, 
before | additionai reinforcements 
arrive. 


WATER RATIONED 


Other messages indicated that the 
E.L.A.S. units are gaining strength 
in their attacks and are concentrat- 
ing further in the heart of the 
capital, says Reuter.

GERMANY 


QURVEYING developments on the 
Eastern and Western war fronts, 
our Military Correspondent writes:— 
The events of the past few days 
have brought about a striking 
change for the worse on the German 
ront in Hungary and, in the Rhine- 
land, have produced a situation full 
of menace to the German defence 
west of the Rhine. 

Russian enveloping movements in 
Hungary have now so outflanked 
the Danube line as to render it 
useless and to relegate Budapest to 
the category of a liability rather 
than that of the bastion of a sound 
defensive line. The retention of the 
Western Hungarian plain is no 
longer feasible for the Germans and 
they must now fall back to the 
Austrian and Slovakian frontiers. 
Developments in Hungary may well 
foreshadow fresh Russian activity in 
Poland. 

In the West the slowness of the 
Allied advance has been brought 
about by the qualtiy of German 
resistance rather than by the di i- 
culty of forcing small rivers 
and ridges. If one excepts the 
Huertgen forest relatively few 
natural obstacles interpose between 
the Allies and the Rhine. This 
should not be taken as signifying the 
probability of a speedy advance, but 
rather the intense artificial develop- 
ment of all natural features. The 
Germans are making every sacrifice 
in the Rhineland, and, while retreat- 
ing. have as yet lost none of their 
cohesion or determination. If this 
be appreciated, the probability of an 
increased speed of advance must be 
discounted. 

The Rhine has not yet been 
crossed, nor, indeed, reached, except 
in two places, and in itself it con- 
Stitutes the most formidable barrier 
the Germans possess in the West. 
While the struggle for the Rhine

They finished their 
Sparring and returned towards the 
publichouse. They were again 
pestered by the two men, who 
refused to leave. 


SCUFFLE 


A scuffle took place between the 
soldiers and the two accused men, 
in the course of which Donoghue 
swung a stick and hit Stewart on 
the head, He staggered and was 
struck a severe blow which caused 
him to be stunned and to fall to the 
round, Stewart, who heard Daly 
eing struck a severe blow, got up 
and went to the square for help, 
and brought some soldiers to the 
scene of the assault. Daly was 
lying on the ground unconscious, 
with blood flowing from his ears 
and nose. He died in a very short 
time. 

Counsel then held up two pieces of 
oak timber, saying that the State 
believed these were used by the 
prisoners in the assault. One 
weighed 2lb. and the other consider- 
ably more. The two portions, 
Originally one piece, had been taken 
from a boarded-up window and 
divided to give each man a heavy 
weapon with which to attack Daly 
and Stewart, said counsel. 

That night Donoghue was in com- 
pany with a girl named Moylan, and 
was overheard to say: “I knocked 
down a soldier with a stick, and, I 


think, I hurt him.”

Corporal James Stewart said that 
Daly was “in good form,” but quite 
capable.

RITICISM of 

Government’s proposals for 
educational reform is likely to 
centre mainly on the question of 
religious instruction, and it was indi- 
cated Jast night that there will be 
opposition to some of the proposals 
from the Protestant Churches, our 
Belfast correspondent states. 

A joint committee of the Boards 

of Education of the Church of Ire- 
land, the Presbyterian Church and 
the Methodist Church is to meet 
shortly to discuss the proposals, 
and a statement will probably be 
issued afterwards. 
One well-known clergyman 
pointed out last night that it was 
proposed to give any teacher the 
right to say—" It is not my duty to 
give religious instruction.” In other 
words, the Ministry proposed to 
scrap the most important guarantee 
given under the 1930 Act for safe- 
guarding the education of children. 
One of those guarantees was the 
right of .regional committees to ap- 
point teachers, whose duty it would 
be to give religious instruction. 

He also stated that the White 
Paper visualised the taking away 
from the Schools’ Management 
Committees the right to select 
candidates for appointment—the 
only safeguard which the Protestant 
schools in the border area had— 
and he did not think that the Pro- 
testant Churches or the Orange 
Order would stand for the annul- 
ment or the repeal of those 
guarantees. , 

The Protestant Churches had 
transferred 500 schools, represent- 
ing property value about £500,000. 
Those schools would never have 
been transferred but for the condi- 
tions of the 1930 Act. “I believe 
the Government will go down i 
they try to push this thing through,” 
said the clergyman.

CIVILISATION’S PERIL IN 
ANOTHER WAR 


Speaking at the Labour Party Con- 
ference in London, * orsaige n Mr. 
C. R. Attlee, deputy Prime Minister, 
said that next to the winning of the 
war the most vital matter for every- 
one was the building of peace on 
foundations that would endure. If 
that lesson were not learned and 
another world war were to break 
out, civilisation might be wiped out 
over immense areas. 

“We have become inured to 
barbarities; the conscience of the 
world has become deadened. This 
must be taken into account 
in the- post-war settlement. A 
new world organisation is already 
being created. Its foundation stone 
is the close and intimate co- 
operation of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, the United States 
of America and the U.S.S.R. These 
three Great Powers, with France 
rising again after her misfortunes, 
provide the rallying point for all 
the peaceful nations. 

“ Many nations,” he said, “ suffer 
from a too vivid sense of history. 
Their citizens are for ever looking 
back, instead of forward, remember- 
ing past achievements or nursing old 


In the discussion. Mr. R. T. Paget 
(Northampton) said: “This stunt 
about German racial hatred is 
absolute nonsense. Some of our 
trade union leaders should have a 
little Socialist education.”
